H The Table at the Communion-time, having a 
fair white Linen Cloth upon it, shall stand 
in some convenient Place. And the Minister, 
standing at the Table, shall say the Lord's 
Prayer, with the Collect /olloioing, the People 
kneeling. 

/^UR Father, which art in Heaven, 
\J Hallowed be thy Name. Thy 
Kingdom come. Thy Will be done in 
earth. As it is in heaven. Give us this 
day om" daily bread. And forgive us 
our trespasses. As we forgive them 
that trespass against us. And lead us 
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not into temptation ; But deliver us 
jfrom evil. Amen. 

The Collect. 

k LMIGHTY God, unto whom aU 
-^^ hearts be open, aU desires known, 
and from whom no secrets are hid ; 
Cleanse the thoughts of our hearts 
by the inspiration of thy Holy Spirit, 
that we may perfectly love thee, and 
worthily magnify thy holy Name ; 
through Christ our Lord. Amen. 

II Then shall the Minister, turning to the People, 
rehearse distinctly all the TEN COM- 
MANDMENTS ; and the People still 
kneeling shall, after every Commandment, ash 
God mercy for their transgression thereof for 
the time past, and grace to keep the same for 
the time to come, asfolloweth: 

Minister. 

GOD spake these words, and said ; I 
am the Lord thy God : Thou shalt 
have none other gods but me. 
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People. Lord, have mercy vjpon tis, 
and incline our 1ieart8 to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not make to 
thyself any graven image, nor the 
likeness of any thing that is in heaven 
ahove, or in the earth beneath, or in 
the water imder the earth. Thou shalt 
not bow down to them, nor worship 
them : for I the Lord thy God am a 
jealous God, and visit the sins of the 
fathers upon the children, unto the 
third and fourth generation of them 
that hate me, and show mercy imto 
thousands in them that love me, and 
keep my commandments. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon tis, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not take the 
name of the Lord thy God in vain : for 
the Lord wiQ not hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain. 

People. Lord, have m£rcy upon us, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 
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Minister. Remember that thou keep 
holy the Sabbath-day. Six days shalt 
thou labour, and do aU that thou hast 
to do ; but the seventh day is the 
Sabbath of the Lord thy God. In it 
thou shalt do no manner of work, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, thy 
man-servant, and thy maid-servant, thy 
cattle, and the stranger that is within 
thy gates. For in six days the Lord 
made heaven and earth, the sea, and 
all that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day: wherefore the Lord 
blessed the seventh day, and hal- 
lowed it. 

People. Lord, have mercy wpon %%, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Honour thy father and thy 
mother ; that thy days may be long in 
the land, which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 
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Minister. Thou shalt do no murder. 
People. Lord, have mercy upon ««, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not commit 
adultery. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, 
and in-line our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not steal. 
People. Ltyrd, have m£rcy upon ««, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not hear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, 
and incline our hearts to keep this law. 

Minister. Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbour's house, thou shalt not covet 
thy neighbour's wife, nor his servant, 
nor his maid, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor any thing that is his. 

People. Lord, have mercy upon us, 
and umte all these thy laws in our 
hearts, we beseech thee. 
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5f Then shall follow this Collect. 

ALMIGHTY and everlasting God, 
we are taught by thy holy word, 
that the hearts of Kings are in thy rule 
and governance, and that thou dost 
dispose and turn them as it seemeth 
best to thy godly wisdom : We humbly 
beseech thee so to dispose and govern 
the heart of VICTORIA thy servant, 
our Q,ueen and Governor, that in all 
her thoughts, words, and works, she 
may ever seek thy honour and glory, 
and study to preserve thy people 
committed to her charge, in wealth, 
peace, and godliness : Grant this, O 
merciful Father, for thy dear Son's 
sake, Jesus Christ om* Lord. Amen. 

IT Then shall the Minister read one or more of 
these Sentences. 

LET your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good 
works, and glorify your Father who is 
in heaven. — Matt. v. 16. 
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Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust 
do corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal : but lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where 
neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do not break through 
nor steal. — Matt. vi. 19, 20. 

He that soweth little shall reap little ; 
and he that soweth plenteously shall 
reap plenteously. Let every man do 
according as he is disposed in his heart, 
not grudgingly, or of necessity ; for 
God loveth a cheerful giver. — 2 Cor. 
ix. 6, 7. 

Be mercifiil after thy power. If 
thou hast much, give plenteously : if 
thou hast little, do thy diligence gladly 
to give of that little : for so gatherest 
thou thyself a good reward in the day 
of necessity.

If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things, is it a great matter if we shall 
reap your worldly things? — 1 Cor. ix.

Do ye not know, that they who 
minister about holy things Uve of the 
sacrifice ; and they who wait at the 
altar are partakers with the altar? 
Even so hath the Lord also ordained, 
that they who preach the Gospel 
should live of the Gospel. — 1 Cor. ix.

Let him that is taught in the word 
minister unto him that teacheth, in all 
good things. Be not deceived, God is 
not mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he reap.— 6r«/. vi.

ALMIGHTY and everhving God, 
who by thy holy Apostle hast 
taught us to make prayers and 
suppUcations, and to give thanks, for 
all men; We humbly beseech thee 
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most mercifully [* to accept

We beseech thee also to 
save and defend all Christian Kings, 
Princes, and Governors ; and especially 
thy servant VICTORIA our Queen ; 
that under her we may be godly and 
quietly governed : And grant unto all 
that are put in authority under her, 
that they may truly and indifferently 
minister justice, to the punishment 
of wickedness and vice, and to the 
maintenance of thy true religion and 
virtue. Give grace, O heavenly 
Father, to all the Ministers of thy 
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Gospel, that they may, both by their 
Kfe and doctrine, set forth thy true 
and Uvely word, and rightly and duly 
administer thy holy Sacraments : And 
to all thy people give thy heavenly 
grace; and especially to this congre- 
gation here present; that, with meek 
heart and due reverence, they may 
hear and receive thy holy word ; truly 
serving thee in holiness and righteous- 
ness all the days of their Ufe. And 
we most humbly beseech thee of thy 
goodness, O Lord, to comfort and 
succoiu" all them, who in this transitory 
life are in trouble, sorrow, need, sick- 
ness, or any other adversity. And we 
also bless thy holy Name for all thy 
servants departed this life in thy faith 
and fear ; beseeching thee to give us 
grace so to follow their good examples, 
that with them we may be partakers 
of thy heavenly kingdom : Grant this, 
O Father, for Jesus Christ's sake, our 
only Mediator and Advocate. Amen. 
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^ Then shall the Minister say to them that come 
to receive the Holy Communion, 

YE that do truly and earnestly 
repent of your sins, and are in 
love and charity with your neighbours, 
and intend to lead a new hfe, following 
the commandments of God, and walk- 
ing from henceforth in his holy ways ; 
Draw near with faith, and take this 
holy Sacrament to your comfort; and 
make your humble confession to Al- 
mighty God, meekly kneeling upon 
yomr knees. 

IT Then shall this general Confession be made by 
the Minister in the name of all those that are 
minded to receive the Holy Communion, both 
he and all the people kneeling humbly upon 
their knees, and saying, 

ALMIGHTY God, Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, Maker of all 
things. Judge of all men ; We acknow- 
ledge and bewail our manifold sins and 
wickedness. Which we from time to 
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time most grievously have committed, 
By thought, word, and deed. Against 
thy Divine Majesty, Provoking most 
justly thy wrath and indignation 
against us. We do earnestly repent. 
And are heartily sorry for these our 
misdoings ; The remembrance of them 
is grievous imto us. Have mercy 
upon us. Have mercy upon us, most 
mercifiil Father; For thy Son our 
Lord Jesus Christ's sake, Forgive us 
all that is past ; And grant, that we 
may ever hereafter serve and please 
thee in newness of life. To the honour 
and glory of thy Name ; Through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

^ Then shall the Minister say, 

ALMIGHTY God, our heavenly 
Father, who of thy great mercy 
hast promised forgiveness of sins to aU 
them that with hearty repentance and 
true faith turn unto thee ; Have mercy 
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upon us; pardon and deKver us from 
all our sins, confirm and strengthen us 
in all goodness, and bring us to ever- 
lasting life ; through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

IT Then all standing^ the Minister shall say. 

Hear what comfortable words our 
Saviour Christ saith unto all that truly 
turn to him : 

/^OME unto me, all ye that are 
^ burdened and heavy-laden, and I 
will refresh you. — Matt. xi. 28. 

So God loved the world, that he 
gave his only-begotten Son, to the end 
that all that beKeve in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. — John 
iii. 16. 

Hear also what St. Paul saith : 
This is a true saying, and worthy of 
all men to be received. That Christ 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners. — 1 Tim. i. 15. 
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Hear also what St. John saith : 

If any man sm, we have an Advocate 
with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
righteous : and he is the propitiation 
for our sins. — 1 John ii. 1, 2. 

IT After which, the Minister shall proceed, saying. 

Lift up your hearts. 
Answer. TF'e lift them u'p unto the 
Lord. 

Minister, Let us give thanks unto 
our Lord God. 

Answer. It is meet and right so to do. 

IT Then shall the Minister say, 

IT is very meet, right, and our 
hounden duty, that we shoiJd at 
all times, and in all places, give thanks 
unto thee, O Lord, Holy Father,* 
Almighty, Everlasting God.

PROPER PREFACES. 

Upon Christmas-Day.

Upon Ascension-Day. 

THROUGH thy most dearly beloved 
Son Jesus Christ oiu* Lord ; who 
after his most glorious Resurrection 
manifestly appeared to aU his Apostles, 
and in their sight ascended up into 
heaven to prepare a place for us ; that 
where he is, thither we might also 
ascend, and reign with him in glory. 
Therefore with Angels, &c. 
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Upon Whit-Sunday. 

THROUGH Jesus Christ our Lord; 
according to whose most true 
promise the Holy Ghost came down as 
at this time from heaven with a sudden 
great sound, as it had heen a mighty 
wind, in the hkeness of fiery tongues, 
Kghting upon the Apostles, to teach 
them, and to lead them into all truth ; 
giving them hoth the gift of divers 
languages, and also boldness, with 
fervent zeal, constantly to preach the 
Gospel unto all nations, whereby we 
have been brought out of darkness and 
error into the clear Kght and true 
knowledge of thee, and of thy Son 
Jesus Christ. Therefore with Angels, 
&c. 

Upon the Feast of Trinity, 

'Y^T'HO art one God, one Lord ; not 

▼ * one only Person, but three 

Persons in one substance. For that 
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which we helieve of the glory of the 
Father, the same we heUeve of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost, without any 
inequality. Therefore with Angels, &c.

rpHEREFORE with Ai>geb and 
-*- Archangels, and with aU the com- 
pany of heaven, we laud and magnify 
thy glorious Name ; evermore praising 
thee, and saying, Holy, holy, holy. 
Lord God of Hosts, heaven and earth 
are fuU of thy glory ; Glory he to thee, 
O Lord most high. Amen. 

% Then shall the Minister, kneeling down at the 
Tahle, say in the name of all them that shall 
receive the Communion this Prayer following ; 
the people also kneeling. 

WE do not presume to come to 
this thy Tahle, O merciful Lord, 
trusting in our own righteousness, hut 
in thy manifold and great mercies. 
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We axe not worthy so much as to 
gather up the crumhs under thy Tahle. 
But thou art the same Lord, whose 
property is always to have mercy: 
Grant us therefore, gracious Lord, so 
to eat the flesh of thy dear Son Jesus 
Christ, and to drink his hlood, that our 
sinful hodies may he made clean hy his 
hody, and our souls washed through 
his most precious blood, and that we 
may evermore dwell in him, and he in 
us. Amen. 



% Then ike Minister shall offer the Prayer of 
Consecration, asfolloweth : 

ALMIGHTY God, our heavenly 
Father, who of thy tender mercy 
didst give thine only Son Jesus Christ 
to suffer death upon the Cross for our 
redemption ; who made there (by his 
oblation of himself once offered) a foil,

% Then shall the Minister first receive the Com- 
munion in both kinds himself^ and then proceed 
to deliver the same to the other Ministers in 
like manner, (if any he present,^ and after 
that to the People also in order, into their 
hands. And when he delivereth the Bread to 
any one, he shall say, 

THE Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which was given for thee, preserve 
thy hody and soul unto everlasting life. 
Take and eat- this in remembrance that 
Christ died for thee, and feed on him 
in thy heart by faith with thanksgiving. 

H And the Minister that delivereth the Cup to any 
one shall say, 

npHE Blood of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
-■- which was shed for thee, preserve 
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thy body and soul unto everlasting 
life. Drink this in remembrance that 
Christ's Blood was shed for thee, and 
be thankfiil. 

II If the consecrated Bread or Wme he all used 
he/ore all have communicated^ the Minister is 
to consecrate more^ according to the form 
hefore prescribed; beginning at (^Our Saviour 
Christy in the same nighty 8fc.^ for the 
blessing of the Bread; and at (^Likewise 
after supper, ^c.^ for the blessing of the 
Cup. 

IT When all have communicated, the Minister 
shall return to the Lord's Table, and place 
upon it what rem^iineth of the consecrated 
Elements, covering the sam£ with a fair 
linen cloth. 

IT After which the Minister shall Pray as 
foUoweih : 

OLORD and Heavenly Father, we 
thy humble servants desire thy 
fatherly goodness mercifiiUy to accept 
this our sacrifice of praise and thanks- 
giving; most humbly beseeching thee 
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to grant, that by tlie merits and death 
of thy Son Jesus Christ, and through 
faith in his blood, we and all thy 
whole Church may obtain remission of 
our sins, and all other benefits of his 
passion. And here we offer and present 
unto thee, O Lord, ourselvfes, our souls 
and bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, 
and Kvely sacrifice unto thee ; humbly 
beseeching thee that all we who are 
partakers of this holy Communion, 
may be filled with thy grace, and 
heavenly benediction. And although 
we be unworthy, through our manifold 
sins, to offer unto thee any sacrifice, 
yet we beseech thee to accept this our 
bounden duty and service ; not weigh- 
ing our merits, but pardoning our 
offences, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord; by whom, and with whom, in 
the Unity of the Holy Ghost, all 
honour and glory be unto thee, O 
Father Almighty, world without end. 
Amen. 
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IT Then shall he said by the Minister, the Con- 
gregation joining with Mm, 

GLORY be to God on high, and on 
earth peace, good-will towards 
men. We praise thee, we bless thee, 
we worship thee, we glorify thee, we 
give thanks to thee for thy great glory, 
O Lord God, heavenly King, God the 
Father Almighty. 

O Lord, the only begotten Son Jesu 
Christ; O Lord God, Lamb of God, 
Son of the Father, that takest away 
the sins of the world, have mercy upon 
us. Thou that takest away the sins of 
the world, have mercy upon us. Thou 
that takest away the sins of the world, 
receive our prayer. Thou that sittest 
at the right hand of God the Father, 
have mercy upon us. 

For thou only art holy, thou only 
art the Lord; thou only, O Christ, 
with the Holy Ghost, art most high in 
the glory of God the Father. Amen, 
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IT Then the Minister, if he see it expedient, may 
offer a Prayer extempore; and afterwards 
shall let the people depart with this Blessing : 

MAY the peace of God, whicli 
passeth all imderstanding, keep 
your hearts and minds in the know- 
ledge and love of God, and of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord; and may the 
blessing of God Almighty, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost, be 
amongst you, and remain with you 
always. Amen,

BAPTISM OF INFANTS. 



IT The Minister coming to the Font, which is to he 
filled with pure Water j shall say, 

TVEARLY beloved, forasmuch as aU 
J-^ men are conceived and bom in 
sin, and that our Saviour Christ saith. 
None can enter into the kingdom of 
God, except he be regenerate and bom 
anew of water and of the Holy Ghost ; 
I beseech you to call upon God the 
Father, through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that of his bounteous mercy he will 
grant to this Child that which by nature 
he cannot have ; that he may be 
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baptized not only with water, but also 
with the Holy Ghost, and received 
into Christ's holy church, and be made 
a lively membw of the same. 



Hear for your encouragement in this 
service the words of the Grospel written 
by St. Mark, in the tenth chapter, at 
the thirteenth verse. 



THEY brought young children to 
Christ, that he should touch them. 
And his disciples rebuked those that 
brought them : but when Jesus saw it, 
he was much displeased, and said unto 
them. Suffer the little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not ; for of 
such is the kingdom of God. Verily 
I say unto you. Whosoever shaU not 
receive the kingdom of God as a Uttle 
child, he shall not enter therein. And 
he took them up in his arms, put his 
hands upon them, and blessed them. 
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f After the Gospel is read, the Minister shall 
make this brief Exhortation upon the words of 
the Gospel: 

BELOVED, ye hear in this Gospel 
the words of our Saviour Christ, 
that he commanded the children to be 
brought imto him; how he blamed 
those that would have kept them from 
him ; how he exhorteth all men to 
follow their innocency. Ye perceive 
how by his outward gesture and deed 
he declared his good will toward them : 
for he embraced them in his arms, he 
laid his hands upon them, and blessed 
them. Doubt ye not therefore, but 
earnestly beKeve, that he wiU likewise 
favourably receive this present Infant; 
that he will embrace him with the arms 
of his mercy; that he will give unto 
him the blessing of eternal life, and 
make him 'partaker of his everlasting 
kingdom. Wherefore we being thus 
persuaded of the good will of our 
heavenly Father towards this Infant, 
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declared by his Son Jesus Christ ; and 
nothing doubting but that he favour- 
ably alloweth this godly work of our's 
in bringing this Infant to his holy 
Baptism ; let us faithfully and devoutly 
give thanks unto him, and say, 

i LMIGHTY and everlasting God, 
■^-^ heavenly Father, we give thee 
humble thanks, for that thou hast 
vouchsafed to caU us to the knowledge 
of thy grace, and faith in thee:

SOLEMNIZATION OF MATRIMONY. 



IF At the day and time appointed for solemnization 
of Matrimony, the persons to be married 
standing together, the Man on the right hand 
and the Woman on the left, the Minister shall 
say, 

DEARLY beloved, we are gathered 
together here in the sight of God, 
and in the face of this Congregation, to 
join together this Man and this Woman 
in holy Matrimony ; which is an 
honom-able estate, instituted of God in 
the time of man's innocency, signifying 
mito us the mystical union that is 
between Christ and his church : which 
holy estate Christ sanctioned and 
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adorned with his presence, and first 
miracle that he wrought in Cana of 
Galilee ; and is commended of St. Paul 
to be honourable among all men, and 
therefore is not by any to be enterprised, 
or taken in hand, unadvisedly, hghtly, 
or wantonly ; but reverently, discreetly, 
advisedly, soberly, and in the fear of 
God; duly considering the causes for 
which Matrimony was ordained. 

It was ordained for the purpose of 
perpetuating the human race, and that 
children might be brought up in the 
fear and nurture of the Lord, and to 
the praise of his holy name. 

It was also ordained for the mutual 
society, help, and comfort, that the 
one ought to have of the other, both 
in prosperity and adversity. 

Into this holy estate these two 
persons present come now to be joined. 
Therefore, if any man can show any 
just cause why they may not lawfiilly 
be joined together, let him now speak, 
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or else hereafter for ever hold his 
peace. 

IT And also, peaking unto the persons that are to 
be married, he shall say, 

T REdlJIRE and charge you both, 
-■- (as you will answer at the ^eadfiil 
day of judgment, when the secrets of 
all hearts shall be disclosed,) that if 
either of you know any impediment 
why you may not be lawfully joined 
together in Matrimony, you do now 
confess it. For be ye weU assured, 
that so many as are coupled together 
otherwise than God's word doth allow, 
are not joined together by God ; neither 
is their Matrimony lawful.

N.B. The names of the persons to he married 
most be repeated as they stand upon the Licence or 
Certificate. 

% If no impediment he alleged, then shall the 
Minister say unto the Man,

holy estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou 
love her, comfort her, honour and keep 
her, in sickness and in health ; and, 
forsaking all other, keep thee only 
unto her, so long as ye hoth shall Uve ?

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IT Then shall the Minister say unto the Woman,

WITH this Ring, a token and 
pledge of the Vow and Covenant 
now made betwixt me and thee, I thee 
wed, in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 

IT Then the Man leaving the ring upon the fourth 
finger of the Woman^s left hand, they shall 
loth kneel down ; and the Minister shall say. 
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Let us pray. 

ETERNAL God, Creator and 
Preserver of all mankind. Giver 
of all spiritual grace, the Author of 
everlasting life ; Send thy blessing up^n 
these thy servants, this Man and this 
Woman, whom we bless in thy Name ; 
that, as Isaac and Rebecca hved 
faithfully together, so these persons 
may surely perform and keep the vow 
and covenant betwixt them made, 
(whereof this Ring given and received 
is a token and pledge,) and may ever 
remain in perfect love and peace 
together, and Kve according to thy 
laws ; through Jesus Christ Our L^i^. 
Amen. 

IT Then shall the Minister join their right hands 
together, and say, 

Those whom God hath joined 
together, let no man put asunder. 
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If Then shall the Minister speah unto the People :

it should he holy, and without hlemish. 
So ought men to love their wives as 
their own hodies. He that loveth his 
wife, loveth himself. For no man 
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ever yet hated his own flesh, but 
nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as 
the Lord the Church : for we are 
members of his body, of his flesh, and 
of his bones. For this cause shall a 
man leave his father and mother, and 
shall be joined unto his wife, and they 
two shall be one flesh. This is a 
great mystery : but I speak concerning 
Christ and the Church. Nevertheless, 
let every one of you in particular so 
love his wife even as himself. — Ephea. 
V. 25. 

Likewise the same Saint Paul, 
writing to the Colossians, speaketh 
thus to all men that are married; 
Husbands, love your wives, and be not 
bitter against them. — Col. iii. 19. 

Hear also what Saint Peter, an 
Apostle of Christ, who was himself a 
married man, saith unto them that are 
married ; Ye husbands, dwell with 
your wives according to knowledge ; 
giving honour unto the wife, as unto 

K 
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the weaker vessel, and as being heirs 
together of the grace of life ; that your 
prayers be not hindered. — 1 Peter 
ui. 7. 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of 
the husband toward the wife. Now 
likewise, ye wives, hear and learn 
your duties toward yoiir husbands, 
even as they are plainly set forth in 
holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the aforenamed 
Epistle to the Ephesians, teacheth you 
thus ; Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the Lord. 
For the husband is the head of the 
wife, even as Christ is the head of the 
Church, and he is. the Saviour of the 
body. Therefore as the Church is 
subject unto Christ, so let the wives be 
to their own husbands in every thing. 
And again he saith. Let the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. — 
Ephes. V. 22. 

And in his Epistle to the Colossians, 
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Saint Paul giveth you this short 
lesson ; Wives, suhmit yourselves unto 
your own hushands, as it is fit in the 
Lord. — Col. iii. 18. 

Saint Peter also doth instruct you, 
thus saying ; Ye wives, be in subjection 
to your own husbands ; that if 
any obey not the word, they also 
may without the word be won by 
the conversation of the wives, whQe 
they behold your chaste conversation 
coupled with fear. Whose adorning, 
let it not be that outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of apparel ; but 
let it be the hidden man of the heart, 
in that which is not corruptible, even 
the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. For after this manner in 
the old time the holy women also, who 
trusted in God, adorned themselves, 
being in subjection unto their own 
husbands ; even as Sarah obeyed 
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Abraham, caUing him lord; whose 
daughters ye are as long as ye do 
well, and are not afraid with any 
amazement. — 1 Peter iii. 1. 



THE grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, be 
with you all. Amen. — 2 Cor. xiii. 14.

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IT The Minister meeting the Corpse^ and going 
before it, shall say, 

I AM the resurrection and the hfe, 
saith the Lord. He that heUeveth 
on me, though he were dead, yet shall 
he hve : and whosoever Uveth and 
heheveth on me shall never die. — John 
xi. 25, 26. 

I KNOW that my Redeemer hveth, 
and that he shall stand at the latter 
day upon the earth. And though after 
my skin worms destroy this hody, yet 
in my flesh shall I see God : whom I 
shall see for myself, and mine eyes 
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shall behold, and not another. — Job 
xix. 25—27. 

WE brought nothing into this 
world, and it is certain we can 
carry nothing out. The Lord gave, 
and the Lord hath taken away. 
Blessed be the name of the Lord. — 
1 Tim. vi. 7 ; Job i. 21. 

IT Then shall he read Psalm wc. 

LORD, thou hast been our refuge : 
from one generation to another. 

Before the mountains were brought 
forth, or ever the earth and the world 
were made : thou art God from ever- 
lasting, and world without end. 

Thou tumest man to destruction : 
again thou sayest. Come again, ye 
children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight 
are but as yesterday : seeing that is past 
as a watch in the night. 
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As soon as thou scatterest them, they 
are even as a sleep : and fade away 
suddenly like the grass. 

In the morning it is green, and 
groweth up : hut in the evening it is 
cut down, dried up, and withered. 

For we consume away in thy 
displeasure : and are afraid at thy 
wrathful indignation. 

Thou hast set our misdeeds before 
thee : and oiu* secret sins in the hght 
of thy countenance. 

For when thou art angry, aU our 
days are gone : we bring our years to 
an end, as it were a tale that is told. 

The days of our age are threescore 
years and ten ; and though men be so 
strong, that they come to fourscore 
years : yet is their strength then but 
labour and sorrow; so soon passeth it 
away, and we are gone. 

But who regardeth the power of thy 
wrath : for even according to thy fear, 
so is thy displeasure.

So teach us to number our days : 
that we may apply our hearts unto 
wisdom. 

Turn thee again^ O Lord, at the 
last: and be gracious unto thy 
servants. 

O satisfy us with thy mercy, and 
that soon: so shall we rejoice and be 
glad all the days of our life. 

Comfort us again now after the time 
that thou hast plagued us : and for 
the years wherein we have suffered 
adversity. 

Show thy servants thy work : and 
their children thy glory. 

And the glorious Majesty of the Lord 
our God be upon us : prosper thou the 
work of our hands upon us, O prosper 
thou our handy work. 

Glory be to the Father, and to the 
Son, and to the Holy Ghost. 

As it was in the beginning, is now, 
and ever shall be, world without end. 
Amen. 
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IT Then shall follow the Lesson taken out of the 
fifteenth Chapter of the first Epistle of St. 
Paul to the Corinthians. 

1 Cor. XV. 20. 

NOW is Christ risen from the dead, 
and hecome the first-fruits of them 
that slept. For since hy man came 
death, by man came also the resurrec- 
tion of >^e dead. For as in Adam all 
die, even so in Christ shall all be made 
alive. But every man in his own . 
order : Christ the first-fruits ; afterward 
they that are Christ's at his coming. 
Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have deUvered up the kingdom to Grod, 
even the Father ; when he shall have 
put down all rule, and aU authority and 
power. For he must reign, till he hath 
put all enemies under his feet. The 
last enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death. For he hath put all things under 
his feet. But when he saith. All 
things are put under him, it is manifest

that He is excepted who did put all 
things under him. And when all 
things shall be subdued unto him, then 
shall the Son also himself be subject 
unto Him that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. Else what 
shall they do who are baptized for the 
dead, if the dead rise not at all ? Why 
are they then baptized for the dead ? 
and why stand we in jeopardy every 
hour? I protest by yom* rejoicing, 
which I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, 
I die daily. If after the manner of 
men I have fought with beasts at 
Ephesus, what advantageth it me, if 
the dead rise not? Let us eat and 
drink ; for to-morrow we die. Be not 
deceived : evil communications corrupt 
good manners. Awake to righteous- 
ness, and sin not : for some have not 
the knowledge of God. I speak this to 
your shame. But some man wiQ say. 
How are the dead raised up ? and with 
what body do they come ? Thou fool. 
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that which thou sowest is not quick- 
ened, except it die. And that which 
thou sowest, thou sowest not that hody 
that shall be, but bare grain, it may 
chance of wheat, or of some other 
grain: but God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him; and to every seed 
his own body. All flesh is not the 
same flesh: but there is one kind of 
flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, 
another of fishes, and another of birds. 
There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial : but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial is another. There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory 
of the moon, and another glory of the 
stars : for one star differeth from 
another star in glory. So also is 
the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption; it is raised in 
incorruption : it is sown in dishonour ; 
it is raised in glory: it is sown in 
weakness ; it is raised in power : it is 
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sown a natural body; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. 
And so it is written. The first man 
Adam was made a living soul ; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. 
Howbeit, that was not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; 
and afterward that which is spiritual. 
The first man is of the earth, earthy : 
the second man is the Lord firom 
heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they that are earthy : and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are 
heavenly. And as we have borne the 
image of the earthy, we shall also 
bear the image of the heavenly. Now 
this I say, brethren, that flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption. Behold, I show you a 
mystery; We shall not all sleep, but 
we shall aU be changed, in a moment, 
in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
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trump : for the trumpet shall soimd, 
and the dead shall be raised incorrupt- 
ible, and we shall be changed. For 
this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on 
immortahty. So when this corruptible 
shall have put on incomiption, and 
this mortal shall have put on 
immortality, then shall be brought to 
pass the saying that is written. Death 
is swallowed up in victory. O death, 
where is thy sting? O grave, where 
is thy victory ? The sting of death is 
sin, and the strength of sin is the law. 
But thanks be to God, which giveth us 
the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Therefore, my beloved bre- 
thren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, 
always abounding in the work of the 
Lord, forasmuch as ye know that 
your labour is not in vain in the 
Lord. 
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IT At the Grave, when the Corpse is laid in the 
Earth, the Minister shall say, 

MAN that is bom of a woman hath 
but a short time to Uve, and is 
full of misery. He cometh up, and is 
cut down like a flower ; he fleeth as it 
were a shadow, and never continueth 
in one stay. 

In the midst of life we are in death : 
of whom may we seek for succour, but 
of thee, O Lord, who for our sins art 
justly displeased? 

Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord 
most mighty, O holy and most mercifiil 
Saviour, deUver us not into the bitter 
pains of eternal death. 

Thou knowest. Lord, the secrets of 
our hearts : shut not thy merciful ears 
to our prayers; but spare us. Lord 
most holy, O God most mighty, O holy 
and mercifiil Saviour, thou most worthy 
Judge eternal, suffer us not at our last 
hour for any pains of death to fall fi-om 
thee. 
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^ Then shall he said, 

I HEARD a voice from heaven, 
saying unto me, Write ; From 
hencefortli, blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord: even so, saith the 
Spirit ; for they rest from their labom^. 

IT TTien shall the Minister say. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 
Christ, have mercy wpon us. 
Lord, have mercy upon us. 

OUR Father, which art in heaven. 
Hallowed be thy Name. Thy king- 
dom come. Thy Will be done in earth. 
As it is in heaven. Give us this day our 
daily bread. And forgive us our tres- 
passes. As we forgive them that trespass 
against us. And lead us not into tempta- 
tion ', But deUver us from evil. Amen. 



The Collect. 

MERCIFUL God, the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, who is 
the resurrection and the life ; in whom 
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whosoever believeth shaQ live, though 
he die; and whosoever hveth and 
beUeveth in him, shall not die eternally ; 
We meekly beseech thee, O Father, to 
raise us from the death of sin imto the 
life of righteousness; that when we 
shall depart this life, we may rest in 
him ; and at the general resurrection 
on the last day, may be found accept- 
able in thy sight, and receive that 
blessing which thy well-beloved Son 
shall then pronounce to all that love 
and fear thee, saying. Come, ye blessed 
children of my Father, receive the 
kingdom prepared for you from the 
beginning of the world.

THE grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the fel- 
lowship of the Holy Ghost, be with you 
all evermore.

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H After the singing of an appropriate Hymn, and 
the offering up to God of extemporary prayer 
for his blessing upon the entire service, the 
names of the Candidates for Ordination shall 
he read aloud. The following Scriptures, or 
a part of them, shall then he read hy the 
President of the Conference. 

Matthew xxviii. 18. 

JESUS came and spake unto them, 
saying, All power is given mito me 
in heaven and in earth.

And 
if he shall come in ihe second watch, 
or come in the third watch, and find 
them so, blessed are those servants.

VERILY, verily, I say unto you. He 
that entereth not by the door into 
the sheepfold, but cUmbeth up some 
other way, the same is a thief and a 
robber. But he that entereth in by 
the door is the shepherd of the sheep. 
To him the porter openeth; and the 
sheep hear his voice : and he calleth 
his own sheep by name, and leadeth 
them out. And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him : for they 
know his voice. And a stranger will 
they not follow, but will flee from 
him : for they know not the voice of 
strangers. This parable spake Jesus 
unto them : but they understood not 
what things they were which he spake 
imto them. Then said Jesus unto 
them again. Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, I am the door of the sheep. All 
that ever came before me are thieves 
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and robbers : but the sheep did not 
hear them. I am the door : by me if 
any man enter in, he shall be saved, 
and shall go in and out, and find 
pasture. The thief cometh not but for 
to steal, and to kill, and to destroy : I 
am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abundantly. I am the good shepherd : 
the good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep. But he that is an hireling, 
and not the shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf coming, 
and leaveth the sheep, and fleeth : and 
the wolf catcheth them, and scattereth 
the sheep. The hireling fleeth because 
he is an hireling, and careth not for 
the sheep. I am the good shepherd, 
and know my sheep, and am known of 
mine. As the Father knoweth me, 
even so know I the Father : and I lay 
down my hfe for the sheep. And 
other sheep I have, which are not of 
this fold : them also I must bring, and 
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they shall hear my voice ; and there 
shall he one fold, and one shepherd. 



John xxi. 15. 

JESUS saith to Simon Peter, Simon, 
son of Jonas, lovest thou me more 
than these ? He saith mito him. Yea, 
Lord ; thou knowest that I love thee. 
He said unto him. Feed my lamhs. 
He saith to him again the second time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
He saith imto him. Yea, Lord ; thou 
knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him.

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Acts XX. 17. 

FROM Miletus Paul sent to Ephe- 
sus, and called the Elders of the 
church. And when they were come 
to him, he said unto them, Ye know 
from the first day that I came into 
Asia, after what manner I have been 
with you at all seasons, serving the 
Lord with all humility of mind, and 
with many tears and temptations which 
befeU me by the lying in wait of the 
Jews: and how I kept back nothing 
that was profitable unto you, but have 
showed you, and have taught you 
pubUcly, and from house to house, 
testifying both to the Jews, and also to 
the Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
Christ. And now, behold, I go bound 
in the spirit unto Jerusalem, not 
knowing the things that shall befall 
me there : save that the Holy Ghost 
witnesseth in every city, saying, that 
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bonds and afflictions abide me. But 
none of these things move me, neither 
comit I my life dear unto myself, so 
that I might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry which I have 
received of the Lord Jesus, to testify 
the Gospel of the grace of God. And 
now, behold, I know that ye all, 
among whom I have gone preaching 
the kingdom of God, shall see my face 
no more. Wherefore I take you to 
record this day, that I am pure from 
the blood of all men. For I have not 
shunned to declare unto you all the 
counsel of God. Take heed therefore 
unto yom-selves, and to all the flock, 
over which the Holy Ghost hath made 
you Overseers, to feed the church of 
God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood. For I know this, that 
after my departure shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not 
sparing the flock. Also of your own 
selves shall men arise, speaking per-

verse things, to draw away disciples 
after them. Therefore watch, and 
remember, that for the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every one 
night and day with tears. And now, 
brethren, I commend you to God, and 
to the word of his grace, which is able 
to build you up, and to give you an 
inheritance among all them who are 
sanctified. I have coveted no man's 
silver, or gold, or apparel : yea, ye 
yourselves know, that these hands have 
ministered unto my necessities, and to 
them that were with me. 

Ephes. iv. 7. 

UNTO every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure 
of the gift of Christ. Wherefore he 
saith. When he ascended up on high, 
he led captivity captive, and gave gifts 
unto men. (Now that he ascended, 
what is it but that he also descended 
first into the lower parts of the earth ? 
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He that descended is the same also 
that ascended far above all things.) 
And he gave some. Apostles ; and 
some, Prophets ; and some, Evange- 
Usts ; and some, Pastors and Teachers ; 
for the perfecting of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, for the edifying 
of the body of Christ : till we all come 
in the miity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a 
perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the ftdness of Christ. 

IT And that done, the President shall say unto 
the Candidates as hereafter followeth : 

YOU have heard. Brethren, as weU 
in yoiu* private examination, as in 
the exhortation which was now made 
to you, and in the holy lessons taken 
out of the Gospel, and the writings of 
the Apostles, of what dignity, and 
of how great importance, this office is, 
whereunto ye are called. And now 
again we exhort you, in the Name of 
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our Lord Jesus Christ, that you have 
in remembrance, into how high a 
dignity, and to how weighty an office 
and charge, ye are called; that is to 
say, to be Messengers, Watchmen, and 
Stewards of the Lord ; to teach, and 
to premonish, to feed and to provide 
for the Lord's family ; to seek for 
Christ's sheep that are dispersed 
abroad, and for his children who are 
in the midst of this naughty world, 
that they may be saved through Christ 
for ever. 

Have always, therefore, printed in 
your remembrance how great a trea- 
sure is committed to your charge. For 
they are the sheep of Christ, which he 
bought with his death, and for whom 
he shed his blood. The church and 
congregation whom you must serve is 
his Spouse and his Body. And if it 
shall happen, the same church, or any 
member thereof, do take any hurt or 
hinderance by reason of your negh- 
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gence, ye know the greatness of the 
fault, and also the horrihle punishment 
that will ensue. Wherefore consider 
with yourselves the end of your 
ministry towards the children of God, 
towards the Spouse and Body of 
Christ ; and see that you never cease 
your labour, your care, and diligence, 
until you have done all that Heth in 
you, according to your bounden duty, 
to bring all such as are or shall be 
committed to your charge, unto that 
agreement in the faith and knowledge 
of God, and to that ripeness and per- 
fectness of age in Christ, that there be 
no place left among you, either for 
error in religion, or for viciousness in 
Kfe. 

Forasmuch then as your office is 
both of so great excellency, and of so 
great difficulty, ye see with how great 
care and study ye ought to apply your- 
selves, as well that ye may show your- 
selves dutiful and thankful unto that 
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Lord who hath placed you in so high a 
digniiy ; as also to heware tiiat neither 
you yourselves ofPend, nor be occasion 
that others oflPend. Howheit ye cannot 
have a mind and will thereto of your- 
selves ; for that wiU and ability is given 
of Grod alone : therefore ye ought, and 
have need, to pray earnestly for his 
Holy Spirit. And seeing that you 
cannot by any other means compass 
the doing of so weighty a work, 
pertaining to the salvation of man, but 
with doctrine and exhortafion taken 
out of the holy Scriptures, and witii a 
life agreeable to the same ; consider 
how studious ye ought to be in reading 
and learning the Scriptures, and in 
framing the manners both of yoiu^elves, 
and of them that specially pertain unto 
you, according to the rule of the same 
Scriptures : and for this seF-same 
cause, how ye ought to forsake and set 
aside (as much as you may) all worldly 
cares and studies. 
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We have good hope that you have 
all weighed and pondered these things 
with yourselves long before this time ; 
and that you have clearly determined, 
by God's grace, to give yourselves 
whoUy to this ofl&ce, whereunto it hath 
pleased God to call you : so that, as 
much as lieth in you, you will 
apply yourselves whoUy to this one 
thing, and draw all your cares and 
studies this way ; and that you will 
continually pray to God the Father, 
through the mediation of our only 
Saviour Jesus Christ, for the heavenly 
assistance of the Holy Ghost ; that, by 
daily reading and weighing of the 
Scriptures, ye may wax riper and 
stronger in your ministry; and that 
ye may so endeavour, from time to 
time, to sanctify the Hves of you and 
yours, and to fashion them after the 
rule and doctrine of Christ, that ye 
may be wholesome and godly examples 
and patterns for the people to follow. 
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And now, that this present congre- 
gation of Christ here assemhled may 
also understand your minds and wills 
in these things, and that this your 
promise may the more move you to do 
your duties ; ye shall answer plainly to 
these things, which we, in the name of 
God and his church, shall demand of 
you touching the same. 

TVO you trust that you are inwardly 
-■-^ moved by the Holy Ghost to take 
upon you this office and ministration, 
to serve God for the promoting of his 
glory, and the edifying of his people ? 
Answer. I trust so. 

The President. 

ARE you persuaded that the holy 
Scriptures contain sufficiently all 
doctrine required of necessity for eter- 
nal salvation through faith of Jesus 
Christ ? And are you determined, out 
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of the said Scriptures, to instruct the 
people committed to your charge ; and 
to teach nothing, as required of neces- 
sity to eternal salvation, but that which 
you shall be persuaded may be con- 
cluded and proved by the Scripture ? 

Answer. I am so persuaded, and 
have so determined, by God's grace. 

The President. 

4 S you are to exercise your ministry 
-^^ under the direction of the Wes- 
leyan-Methodist Conference, I have 
further to inquire, whether you have 
read the first four volumes of Mr. 
Wesley's Sermons, and his Notes on 
the New Testament ; and whether you 
beUeve that the system of doctrine 
therein contained is in accordance 
with the holy Scriptures ? 

Answer. I have read them, and do 
so beUeve. 
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The President. 

T HAVE also to ask you, whether 
-■- you have read the Large Minutes 
of the Conference ; and beKeve that 
the general system of discipUne con- 
tained therein is agreeable to the holy 
Scriptures ; and whether you wiU 
maintain and enforce it in the societies 
which shaU be committed to your 
charge ? 

Answer. I have read them, and do 
so beUeve and resolve. 

The President. 

WILL you then give your faithftd 
dihgence, always so to minister 
the Doctrine and Sacraments, and the 
Disciphne of Christ, as the Lord hath 
commanded? 

Armcer. I wiU do so, by the help of 
the Lord. 
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The President. 

WILL you be ready, with all faith- 
ful diligence, to banish and 
drive away all erroneous and strange 
doctrines contrary to God's word ; and 
to use both public and private admoni- 
tions and exhortations, as well to the 
sick as to the whole, within your 
district, as need shall require, and 
occasion shall be given ? 

Answer. I will, the Lord being my 
helper. 

The President. 

WILL you be diUgent in prayers, 
and in reading of the holy 
Scriptures, and in such studies as help 
to the knowledge of the same, laying 
aside the study of the world and the 
flesh?

% Then shall the President say,

% Then the President shall move the Congregation 
present to pray, saying thus to them : 

BRETHREN, it is written in the 
Gospel of Saint Luke, that our 
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Saviour Christ continued the whole 
night in prayer, before he did choose 
and send forth his twelve Apostles. 
It is written also in the Acts of the 
Apostles, that the Disciples who were 
at Antioch did fast and pray before 
they laid hands on Paul and Barnabas, 
and sent them forth.

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Persons intending to be married in duly 
Registered Wesleyan Chapels, will find, 
in Section IL, pages 125-131, the ne- 
cessary directions for their guidance in 
this matter. 



LEGAL DIRECTIONS,* 

See. 



SECTION I. 

I. OF BEGISTERING THE CHAPEL. 

Befobe a Marriage can be solemnized in a Chapel, the 
Chapel must be duly Registered for that purpose by the Regis- 
trar-General of Births, Deaths, and Marriages. (6 & 7 W. IV. 
c. 85, s. 18.) 

No Wesleyan Chapel can be Registered unless it be, 

1. A Separate Building. 

2. Certified according to Law as a place of Religious 
Worship. 

1. It mtiit be a Separate Building, It need not be a 
detached building ; but must be a building separately used for 
Public Religious Worship, and not merely part of another 
building, as a room in a house or the like ; but it may be also 
used as a Sunday-School, and for the other purposes for which 
Wesleyan Chapels are usually used. 

2. It must he Certified according to Law^ as a place ofBeli- 
giom Worship. Unless it be clearly ascertained that the place 
has been so certified, it will be prudent to Certify it under Sta- 
tute 52 Geo. III. c. 155, before applying to the Registrar- 
General to Register the Chapel. 

3. The Chapel must be Registered for Marriages by the 
Registra/r-General, The mode of obtaining such Registration 
is as follows : — 

Any Trustee or Proprietor of such a Separate Certified 
Chapel may apply to the Superintendent-Registrar of the Regis- 
tration District in which the Chapel is situate ; and the Super- 
intendent-Registrar will deliver to him two forms of a Certifi- 
cate, (both alike,) each to be signed by twenty householders at 

* The foUowing Directions relate to the Solemnization of Marriages in Wes- 
leyan Chapels only, and not to any other Building or Place whatsoever. 
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the least, certifying that the building is a separate building, that it 
has been used by them during one year at least, as their usual place 
of Public Religious Worship, and that they are desirous that such 
place should be Registered for the Solemnization of Marriages. 

The Trustee or Proprietor applying, must then obtain the 
Signatures of at least twenty such householders to each of the 
Certificates. The same twenty householders must sign both the 
Certificates. The Trustee or Proprietor applying must also coun- 
tersign them both himself; and must deliver them both, so signed 
and countersigned, to the Superintendent Regis- 
trar, and must, at the same time, pay him Three 
Potmds^ and no more. 

The Superintendent-Registrar will then send both the 
Certificates to the Registrar-General at the General Regis- 
ter OflSce in London, who will Register the Chapel in a book 
kept there for that purpose. He will then write the date of the 
Registry on the back of each of the householders^ Certificates, 
one of which he will keep, and will send the other back to the 
Superintendent-Registrar of the Registration District wherein 
the Chapel is situate ; who, on receiving it, must enter the date 
of the Registry as written by the Registrar-General on the back 
of it, in a book kept in his OflSce for that purpose. He will 
then make, on a piece of parchment or vellum, a Certificate of 
such Registry, which he will himself sign, and will deliver it to the 
Trustee or Proprietor of the Chapel, who delivered the house- 
holders' Certificates to him. The Superintendent-Registrar 
must also give Notice, that the Chapel has been Registered for 
Marriages, by advertising the same in some Newspaper circulat- 
ing in the County ; and also in the " London Gazette.'' 

No further Fee will be payable than the above-mentioned 
Three Pounds, which covers the whole expense of the Regis- 
tration, including the Advertisements. 

Note. — It will he seen from the above directions^ that where 
the Chapel is private property^ the " Proprietor," andf where it 
is settled upon Trustees^ one " Trustee" at least, must join in the 
application for Registering the Chapel. 

II. CHAPEL BECOMI^JG DISUSED. 

If any Chapel Registered for solemnizing Marriages therein 
shall afterwards be disused for the Public Religious Worship of 
the Congregation on whose behalf it was Registered^ the Regis- 
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trar-Oeneral, on that (act being made to appear to his satisfac- 
tion, shall cause the Registry thereof to be cancelled ; after 
which it will not be lawful to solemnize any Marriage therein 
until it shall have been again Registered, as at first. (6 & 7 W. 
IV. c. 85, s. 19.) 

In case of a Registered Chapel belonging to any other Deno- 
mination of Protestants being purchased for a Wesleyan Chapel, 
if it be intended to solemnize Marriages therein, it must be 
Registered anew, unless the " same Congregation'^ continue to 
occupy it ; but as that may always be a matter of doubt, it is 
recommended that in all such cases a new Registration be 
obtained in the manner before directed. 

III. — SUBSTITUTION OF ONE CHAPEL FOR ANOTHER 
REGISTERED CHAPEL DISUSED. 

If a Registered Chapel become disused, and another be substi- 
tuted for it, the substituted Chapel may be Registered for Mar- 
riages forthwith, without waiting till it shall have been occupied 
for a year, as in case of ^n Original Registration ; but the same 
application must be made by a Trustee or Proprietor of the sub- 
stituted Chapel, — Certificates obtained and signed by twenty 
householders and the Trustee or Proprietor applying, — the 
same fee of o&3 must be paid, and the same proceedings in every 
respect taken, as in the case of an Original Registration, for which 
directions have been already given, pages 123, 124 ; and in this 
case the Certificates of Application for the Registry of the sub- 
stituted building must also embody a request that the Registry 
of the disused Chapel may be cancelled. 



SECTION II. 

DIRECTIONS TO PERSONS INTENDING TO MARRY IN ANY 
REGISTERED CHAPEL. 

/. Notice to the Superintendent-Registrar. 
When parties intend to be married under this Act, whether by 
LicenceoT Certificate^ one of them must give to the Superintendent- 
Registrar of the Registration District in which they have dwelt for 
not less than seven days next preceding, a Notice in writing signed 
by him or her, of their intention to marry. If both parties have 
not dwelt for the last seven days in the same District, the like 
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Notice must in that case be given to the Superintendent-Registrar 
of both the Districts in which they have severally dwelt for the 
last seven days. The Notice or Notices must either be given 
personally to the Superintendent-Registrar, or^ if delivered by the 
hand of another, or through the post, satisiactoiry evidence must 
be given to the Superintendent-Registrar, if he require it, that 
the signature is that of the person professing to give the Notice, 
otherwise the Superintendent-Registrar will be justified in re- 
fusing to receive it. 

Every Superintendent-Registrar keeps blank forms of Notices 
by him, which on application he will allow the party to fill up, 
or will himself fill up on the proper information being given 
to him. The Notice, when filled up, must contain the following 
particulars : — 

1. The namey or names, and surname of each party, written at fuU 
length. 

2. The eondiiUm of each, whether Bachelor or Spinster, Widower 
or Widow, 

3. The rank, profession, trade, or caUing. 

4. The age of each : thus, *^of fuU age,'^^ ot ^ Minor,*'' as the case 
may be ; but it is better to state the exact age. 

5. The name or number of the house, and name of the street, or 
name of the village or place, in which each party then resides. 

6. The length^ of residence (being not less than seven days) in the 
District. If not more than a month, state the number ci days. If 
more than a calendar month, state '< more than a month.*' 

7. The name of the Chapel in which the Marriage is to be 
solemnized. 

8. The District and County in which the other party resides, when 
the parties dweU in different Districts. 

9. The Notice must be signed by the party giving it, and dated the 
same day. A party who cannot write may sign by making a cross x • 

This Notice must be left with the Superintendent-Registrar, 
who will forthwith copy it into his Marriage-Notice Book, and 
file it in his Office, and will be entitled to a fee of one shilling. 
When the parties reside in different Districts, as a Notice must 
be given in each, two fees will be payable, namely, one shilling 
in each District. 

//. When no reqistered Wrsleyan Chapel in thb 
district- 

If there be not within the District in which one of the Parties 
dwells, any Registered Building in which Marriage is solemnized 
according to the Form, Rite, or Ceremony of the Wesleyan 
Methodists, the party intending Marriage may, at the time of 
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giving such Notice, declare by Indorsement thereon the following 
particulars :— 

1. That the Party professes to belong to the Body of Christians 
caUed Wesleyan Methodists. 

2. That the Parties in the Sc^mnization of their Marriage desire to 
adopt the Form, Rite, or Ceremony of the Wesleyan Methodists. 

3. That, to the best of his or her Knowledge and Belief, there is not 
within the District in which one of the Parties dweUs, any Registered 
Building in which Marriage is solemnized according to such Form, 
Rite, or Ceremony. 

4. The District nearest to the residence of that Party in which i 
Building is Registered wherein Marriage is so solemnized. 

5. The Registered Building within such District in which the Par- 
ties intend to solemnize their Marriage. (3 & 4 Vict. c. 72, s. 2.)* 

After which the Marriage may be solemnized in the Registered 

Building mentioned in such Indorsement. 

///. The Manner and Time of the Marriage. 

The Marriage Notice or Notices having been properly given, 
as before directed, the parties may be Married either, 

1. By Licence^ or, 

2. By Certificate. 

1. By Licence. 

As to the Time. A Licence cannot be obtained until the 

expiration of seven days after the entry of the Notice or 

Notices; that is, there must be seven clear days between the 

day on which the Notice is entered, and the day on which 

* The required Indorsement on the Notice may he in the foUowing Form : — 
I, the undersigned and within-named William Hastings^ do hereby declare, 
that I, being a Member of the Wesleyan-Methodist Society, and the within- 
named Sophia Ann Mitchell, in solemnizing our intended Marriage, desire to

dlesex; and that we intend to solemnize our Marriage in the R^^tered Building 
within that District known by the name of the City'Road Chapel. Witness my 
hand this Tettth Day qf February, One Thotuatid Eight Hundred and Forty' 
Seven. (Signed) WILLIAM HASTINGS. 

The Italics in this Form to be filled up as the case may be. 
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the Licence is obtained : as, for instance, if Notice be entered 
on a Monday, the Licence cannot be had till the Tuesday 
week following ; but the Marriage may be solemnized on the 
same day on which the Licence is obtained. Parties are not 
under any necessity to apply for a Licence immediately on the 
expiration of seven days after the Notice ; but the Marriage 
must be had some time vnthin three Calendar months after the 
Notice, or the Notice and Licence will be void, and must be 
^ven and obtained, and the fee paid, anew. (Sec. 7-) 

As to Place. The Licence must be granted by the Superin- 
tendent-Registrar in whose District the Marriage is to be 
solemnized; and, except in the case of Marriages solemnized 
under the Act 3 & 4 Vict. c. 72, (respecting which see pages 
126, 127,) one of the parties must have had his or her usual 
place of abode within that District for the space of fiftem, days 
immediately before the day of the grant of the Licence, that is, 
seven days next preceding the day on which notice was entered, 
(sec. 4,) and after the expiration of seven days from that day : 
(sec. 7 making together fifteen days. (Sec. 12.) And (except in 
the case above mentioned) the Marriage must be solemnized in the 
District of a Superintendent-Registrar, to whom the Notice was 
given ; but where the parties have resided in, and Notices have 
been given in different Districts, they may choose in which 
of those two Districts they will be married. 

How to obtain the Licence. 
(1.) When both parties reside in the same District. 

At any time after the expiration of seven days, and within 
three Calendar Months from the day the Notice is entered, one 
of the parties intending Marriage must appear personally before 
the Superintendent-Registrar of that District, and make oath or 
his or her solemn affirmation or declaration to the facts following ; 
namely, (sec. 12,) — 

1. That he or she believeth that there is not any impediment of 
kindred or alliance, or other lawful hinderance, to the Marriage. 

2. That one of the parties has for fifteen da3rs immediately before 
the grant of the Licence had his or her usual place of abode in the 
District within which the Marriage is to be solemnized. 

3. That where either party not being a Widower or Widow is under 
twenty-one years of age, the consent of the person or persons whose 
consent thereto is required by law has been obtained, or, that there is 
no person having authority to give consent. 
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This Affidavit, Affirmation, or Declaration must be written 
upon a 28. 6d. Stamp. 

The Superintendent-Registrar (if there do not appear to him 
to be any lawful impediment to the Marriage) will then grant 
the Licence ; and the party must pay him for the Licence Three 
Potmds, and for the Stamp thereon Tm Shillings^ and for the 
Affidavit Stamp, Two Shillings and Sixpence: total, £^. 12». Qd. 

(2.) When the parties reside in different Districts. 

After the expiration of the seven days from the Notices being 
entered, the Superintendent-Registrar, within whose District the 
Marriage is not to be solemnized, will, upon the request of the 
party who entered the Notice with him, or of some person on his 
or her behalf, and provided there does not appear to him to be 
any lawful impediment to the Marriage, issue his Certificate, 
stating, — 

1. The particulars set forth in the Notice. 

2. That the fuU period of seven days had elapsed since the entry of 
the Notice. 

3. That the issue of his Certificate had not been forbidden by any 
person or persons in that behalf. (Sec. 7*) 

For this Certificate the person applying for it must pay One 
Shilling. 

The Certificate of the Superintendent-Registrar in whose Dis- 
trict the Marriage is not to be solemnized must then be taken to 
the Superintendent-Registrar in whose District the Marriage is 
to be solemnized, who thereby, seeing that Notice was duly 
entered as therein stated, will, under the same regulations, grant 
the Licence as before mentioned. 

If any Superintendent-Registrar declines to grant his Certifi^ 
cate of the entry of Notice, or to grant the Licence, on the 
ground that a lawful obstacle exists, the parties may appeal to 
the Registrar-General in London, against the decision. 

Marriages by Licence may be solemnized /bwr^^^ days sooner 
than by Certificate. The difference in the expense is about 
^3. 16*. 6^. 

2. Marriages by Certificate. 

When the Marriage is intended to be had by Certificate and 
not by Licence^ the following steps must be taken :-* 

R 
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(1.) Notice mufit be gtren to the Superintendent-R^isirar, 
as before directed in page 125. 

(2.) If the parties dwell in different Districts, Notice must 
be given to the Superintendent-Registrars of both Districts, as 
before directed in pages 125, 126. 

(3.) As to the Time. Twewty-one days after the entry of the 
Notice or Notices, the Superintendent-Registrar to whom notice 
was given, on being requested by or on behalf of the person 
who gave the Notice, (and provided no lawful impediment 
appear to his satisfaction, and the certificate be not forbidden,) 
will issue his Certificate, stating, amongst other particulars, 
the time when notice was given, that twenty-one days had 
elapsed since the entry of the Notice, that the issuing of the 
Certificate had not been forbidden, and the name of the Chapel 
where the Marriage is to be solemnized. For this Certificate 
the party obtaining it must pay the Superintendent-Registrar 
one shilling. (Sec. 7, and see sec. 14,) 

The twenty-one days must be reckoned clear days between 
the day on which the Notice was entered, and the day on which 
the Certificate is issued; that is, if Notice be entered on the 
Ist of July, the Certificate cannot be obtained till the 23d of 
July ; or, reckoning by weeks^ if the Notice be entered on a 
Monday, the Certificate cannot be had till the next day (Tues- 
day) three weeks, and so of other days. (Sec. 14.) 

Parties need not apply for a Certificate immediately on the 
expiration of twenty-one days after the Notice, but the Marriage 
must be had some time within three Calendar Months after 
the Notice, or both Notices and Certificate will be void, and 
must be given and obtained, and the fees paid, anew. (Sec« 15.) 

(4.) As to Place. The Marriage Certificate must be is/sued by 
a Superintendent-Registrar to whom Notice was given. 

If the parties resided in different Districts before the Notice 
was given, a Certificate must be obtained from both Superintend- 
ent-Registrars to whom Notice was given, and both Certificates 
must state the name of the Chapel in which the Marriage is to 
be solemnized. (Sec. 16,) 

A fee of one shilling must be paid on each Certificate. (Sec. 7.) 

In the case of Marriage by Certificate, residence in any par- 
ticular District is not required, excepting for seven days at least 
before Notice given^ as mentioned in page 125 ; nor are the 
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parties reqaired to make any affidavit, or solemn affirmation, or 
declaration, as in the ease of Marriage bj Licence. 

If there be not any Wesleyan Chapel Registered for Marriages 
in the District within which one of the Parties dwells, they may 
be Married in the nearest District within which there is such a 
Registered Chapel. See pages 126, 127. 



SECTION III. 

MEANS FOR PREVRNTIKO IMPROPER MARRIAGES. 

In addition to the Declaration in the Marriage-Notice, — the 
Oath, Solemn Affirmation, or Declaration where the Marriage 
is by Licence, — ^and the Solemn Declaration of the Parties 
themselves at the Marriage, — two other means are provided for 
preventing improper Marriages. 

1. By forbidding the Certificate, Between the time of enter- 
ing the Marriage-Notice in the Superintendent-Registrar'*s 
Book, and the issuing of his Certificate, any person authorized 
in that behalf, (that is, every person whose consent is by law 
required to a Marriage by Licence, 9ee see. 10,) may forbid 
the Certificate by writing the word "forbidden" opposite the 
Entry of the Notice in the Marriage-Notice Book, subscribing 
thereto his or her name and place of abode, and the character 
in respect of either of the parties by reason of which he or she is 
so authorized to forbid ; (sec. 9 ;) and thereupon the Marriage- 
Notice, and all proceedings thereon, shall be utterly void. 
Every person whose consent to a Marriage is required by law, 
may forbid the Certificate, whether the Marriage is intended to 
be by Licence or without Licence. (Sec. 10.) 

No Fee is payable for forbidding the Certificate. (Sec. 9.) On 
the other hand, every person who so " forbids **' by a false repre- 
sentation that his or her consent to the Marriage is required by 
law, is liable to the penalties of perjury. (Sec. 38.) 

2. By entering a Caveat. Any person^ on payment oi five 
ahiUinga^ may enter a Caveat with the Superintendent-Registrar 
against the grant of a Certificate or Licence for the Marriage of 
any person therein named ; and if such Caveat be duly signed 
by or on behalf of the person who enters the same, together with 
his or her place of residence, and the ground of objection on 
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which the Caveat is founded ; the Superintendent-RegistniT shall 
not issue or grant any Certificate or Licence until he has 
examined into the matter, and is satisfied that it ought not to 
obstruct the grant of them, or until the Caveat be withdrawn. 

If the Superintendent-Registrar doubt about the matter, he 
may refer it to the Registrar-General in London; or if the 
Superintendent-Registrar reAise the Certificate or Licence, the 
party applying for the same may appeal to the Registrar- 
General, who, in either case, will decide upon it. 

It will be observed, that the right to "forbid^ is confined to 
persons ^^ authorized^ (sec. 9,) while the right to enter a 
" Caveat'' may be exercised by " any person on payment of five 
shillings;'' (sec. 13;) but any person entering a Caveat after- 
wards declared by the Registrar-General to be frivolous, is liable 
to the Costs of the proceedings, and to an action for damages 
by the party against whose Marriage such fiivolous Caveat was 
entered. (Sec. 37.) 

Knowingly and wilfully making any false Declaration, or 
signing any false Notice or Certificate required by the Act, for 
the purpose of procuring any Marriage, renders the OflTender 
liable to suflfer the Penalties of Perjury. (Sec. 38.) 

It may also be proper, as a further caution, to state, that if 
any party to a Marriage succeeds in obtaining a valid Marriage 
by any wilfully-false notice, certificate, or declaration, the guilty 
party is liable to forfeit all property accruing from the Marriage. 
(Sec. 43, and see stat. 4 Geo. IV. c. 76.) 



SECTION IV. 

THE SOLEMNIZATION OF THE MARRIAGE. 

All the preliminary matters having been arranged, it remains 
to consider the actual solemnization of the Marriage. 

1. The Place. The Marriage must be solemnized, not only 
in a duly Registered Chapel, but also in the particular Regis- 
tered Chapel named in the Superintendent-Registrar's Marriage 
Certificate or Licence, and in no other place. (Sec. 20.) 

2. The Time. The Marriage must be solemnized within three 
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Calendar Months from the day on which Notice was entered by 
the Superintendent-Registrar ; (sec. 15 ;) and between the hours 
of eight and twehe in the forenoon. (Sec. 20.) 

3. The Form and Manner of the Ma/rriage* The Marriage 
must be with open doorsj between eight and ttcehe o^clock in the 
forenoon. 

Some Registrar of the District in which the Chapel 
wherein the Marriage is to be solemnized is situate, and two or 
more credible witnesses, besides the Minister who performs the 
ceremony, must be present. 

Sufficient previous notice of the time and place of the 
intended Marriage should be given to the Minister who is to 
officiate at the Marriage, and to the Registrar, to enable them 
punctually to attend. Attention to this point is obviously neces- 
sary, to prevent delay to the parties, and inconvenience to the 
Minister and the Registrar. 

The Registrar will take with him his Marriage-Register Book, 
and also pen and ink ready for writing therein. 

The Parties, Witnesses, Minister, and Registrar, having met 
at the appointed place, the Registrar will requite that the Mar- 
riage Licence, or, if the Marriage be not by Licence, then the 
Marriage Certificate, be delivered to him ; which being done, he 
will examine it to see that it contains, 

1. The Signature of the Superintendent-Registrar. 

2. The Names of the Parties then appearing in order to be married. 

3. The Name of the Chapel in which the Marriage is to be 
solemnized. 

If the Marriage is to be by Certificate and not by Licence, 
and the Parties dwell in different Districts, two Certificates, one 
from the Superintendent-Registrar of each District, must be 
delivered to the Registrar. (Sec. 16.) 

The Registrar must then allow the Marriage to be solem- 
nized ; and the Minister present will commence the Ceremony 
according to the Formulary set forth by order of the Wesleyan 
Conference, with which the Registrar may not in any manner 
interfere further than to take care, 

1. That during the Ceremony the Chapel-doors be not so closed as 
to prevent the admission of any one wishing to enter. 

2. That the time be between eight and twelve in the forenoon. 

3^ That, in some part of the Ceremony, each of the Parties shall, in 
his presence and in the presence of two or more credible witnesses, say, 
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" 1 do solemnly declare, that 1 know not of any 
lawfiil impediment why I, A. B., [naming himself or 
herself] may not be joined in Matrimony to C. D. 
[ naming the other party ]." (Sec, 20,) 

Also that each of the Parties shall say to the other, 
" I call upon these persons here present to witness 
that I, A. B., [naming himself or herself] do take 
thee, CD., [ naming the other party ] to be my lawful 
wedded wife [ or husband ]." 

If this solemn declaration and form of words, or either af 
them, be omitted from the Ceremony, it will not be a Marriage ; 
and the Registrar must not on any account register as a Mar- 
riage any Ceremony from which those words have been omitted ; 
but when both or one of the Parties shall be Welch, and unable 
to speak English, the following translation into Welch may, ia 
all places where the Welch tongue is commonly used or pre- 
ferred, be used instead of the English words. (1 Vic. c. 22, 
s. 23.)

The following General Regulations have been issued by or 
under the direction of the Registrar-General for the purpose of 
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securing the decorous demeanour of all persons present at the 
Marriage : — 

^' The Registrar must, both by his own example, and by 
admonition (if requisite) to others, do all in his power to 
enforce and maintain the due observance of order, solemnity, 
and decorum, at the solemnization of Marriages in his presence ; 
and he must remember that, although, with a view to the preven- 
tion of Clandestine Marriages, it is provided that Marriages in 
his presence shall be solemnized with open doors, and he is 
therefore not entitled to forbid eatraoce, yet he is authorized, 
and hereby required, to repress any unseemly and disorderly 
conduct, and eject any person so offending ; and he may require 
the assistance of the Peace Officer, if it be necessary for that 
purpose. It is also especially enjoined that in his own conduct 
he observe the strictest decorum ; and that he shall not give just 
cause of complaint by manner or language offensive to the feel- 
ings of those at whose Marriage he may be required to attend. 
Any representation to the Registrar-General, whereby it may be 
proved to him that Miy Registrar has so offended, will be fol- 
lowed by the immediate dismissal of such Registrar." 

At the same time the officiating Minister will use his endea- 
vours (if in any case they should be necessary) to induce the 
parties to comply, in a manner suitable to »o solemn an occasion, 
with the regulations which the Registrar, to whom also the 
utmost courtesy should be shown, is boupd by Jaw to see 
fulfilled. 

4. The Begisterinff of the Marrioffe.^^The Marriage being 
solemnized, the Registrar must immediately afterward, and on 
the spot, (that is, at or in some part of the same building,) 
Register the Marriage by making the requisite entries in the 
Marriage-Register Book, which he must bring with him, toge- 
ther with pen and ink, for that purpose. 

The particulars required for the proper legal Registration 
of the Marriage will probably be better understood by presenting 
the Form provided for the Registration of Marriages by Stat» 
6 & 7 W. IV. c. 86, Schedule C, adapted to the ca&e of a 
Marriage in a Wesleyan Chapel. 
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The Registiliap will fill up the top line, beginning 1847, by 
inserting the ncme and locality of th^ Ckapel^ the SuperifUendent- 
Registrar's District^ and the County^ in which the Marriage is 
Solemnized. 

In the column under the head " When Married,'^ he must 
insert the day of the month in words^ and the year in figures. 

In the column under the head " Name and Surname,'' he 
must insert the names and surnames of the parties, first of the 
man, and then of the woman ; writing, not merely the initials, 
but the names and surnames at full length. 

In the column under the head "Age,'' he must insert 
^^ of full age^'' or ^^ Minor ^"^ as the case may be; but, if the 
parties enable him to do so, it is better that he should insert the 
precise age of each party. 

In the column under the head ** Condition," he must insert 
whether '''Bachelor,^" or '''Spinster,^ " Widower^' or " Widow.'^ 

In the column upder the head " Rank or Profession," he must 
insert the rank, profession, trade, or calling of one or both of the 
parties. 

In the column under the head '^ Residence at the time of the 
Marriage," he must insert, not merely the Town or Parish, but 
the name, or street, and number of the house, (if it have any 
name or number,) in which each is then resident. 

In the column under the head ^^Futhef's Name and Sur« 
name," he must insert, at full length, the name and surname 
(if known) of the father of each of the parties ; and this he must 
do, although such &ther be deceased. 

In the column headed " Bank or Profession of Father," he 
must insert the rank, profession, trade, or calling of the father 
(if known) of each of the parties. 

It is absolutely necessary that all the foregoing particulars 
should be ascertained and inserted in the respective columns, 
except those belonging to the last two, respecting the name and 

s 
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description of the father, which cannot always be known. It is 
therefore enjoined that the Registrar in the course of his inquiries 
shall carefully guard against offence to the feelings of the par- 
ties ; and it is recommended that with respect to the particulars 
to be inserted in those two columns, he shall merely ask the 
parties whether they can furnish him with the means of filling 
them up, and if they answer in the negative, he shall not require 
the reason ; nor shall he insert any words in explanation of the 
omission, such as, " not knovm^^ or " information refused^ but 
shall leave the columns blank. 

All the preceding entries must be written by the Registrar, 
except the signature and designation of the Minister, before whom 
the marriage was solemnized. And in order to insert the name of 
the Religious Community according to the rites and ceremonies 
of which the marriage has been solemnized, the Registrar roust 
seek information from the person by whom the marriage has been 
solemnized, and must insert such name of the Community as he 
may give to it, and no other. 

Along the line following the words " This Marriage was 
solemnized between us,^^ the parties married must (if they can 
write) respectively write their names (if not at fall length, at 
least so that they may not be mistaken for other similar names) 
and surnames, the woman inserting, not her married^ but her 
maiden surname, or, if she were a widow, her last married surname. 

Along the lines following the words " In the presence of us,*' 
the two witnesses must (if they can write) respectively write 
their names and surnames in the same manner. 

If any of the parties before mentioned cannot write, they must 
be desired to make their mark, and the Registrar must write 
after or against such mark, << the Mark of [inserting at fall 
length the name and surname of the party].**' 

Lastly. The Registrar must sign the Register immediately 
under the signature of the person by whom the parties were 
married ; writing his name and surname in his accustomed mode, 
and after them the word " Registrar.'' 
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The Registrar must be careful to make the entries in the 
Register- Book neatly and correctly, and especially to write the 
names and surnames in such][a manner that they may not be 
mistaken for any other similar names. He must avoid the neces- 
sity for alterations ; and for7this end it is recommended that 
surnames, and occasionally other^^particulars, be first written on 
some other paper and shown to the parties, before they are 
inserted in the Register-Book, 

If, before the Registrar has signed the Register^ it be disco- 
vered that any word or figure has been inserted erroneously, he 
must draw a line through it, and make the correct insertion over 
or below it ; but he must in no case make any erasure, that is to 
say, the entire removal of what may have been written^ by 
scraping the paper with a sharp instrument, or by other means ; 
and no obliteration, alteration, or addition may be made in the 
Register after the Registrar has signed it. 

If after the Registrar has signed the Register it be discovered 
that an error has been committed in the form or substance of any 
entry made by him, he shall, in the presence of the parties mar- 
ried, or, in case of the death or absence of the said parties, then 
in the presence of the Superintendent-Registrar and of two other 
credible witnesses who shall respectively attest the same, correct 
the erroneous entry according to the truth of the case by entry 
in the margin without any alteration of the original entry, and 
shall sign the marginal entry, and add thereunto the day of the 
month and the year when such correction shall be made. If 
the Registrar so correct any such error within one calendar month 
after he shall have discovered it, he shall not be liable to any 
penalty for having committed it. (6 & 7 W. IV. c. 86, s. 44.) 
The Registrar must also denote the error to be corrected by 
making in the Register a line with ink tmder the word or 
words which are incorrect. If any witness cannot write, the 
Registrar must write the witness''s name, and " hereunto set his 
[or her] mark.**' 

Fee. For attending at and Registering the Marriage, the 
Registrar is entitled, — for every Marriage by Licence^ to a fee 
of ten shillings ; and for every marriage by Certificate only, to a 
fee ot five shillings.

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS. 

I. Bea/r eking the Indexea and Marriage-Booki* 

The Marriage-Notice Book is open at all reasonable times, 
mthout fee^ to all persons desirous of inspecting the same. 
(6 & 7 W. IV. c. 85, s. 5.) 

The Superintendent-Registrar, Registrars, and other Officers 
in whose custody any Register-Book may be, shall, at all rea- 
sonable times, allow searches to be made therein on payment for 
every search extending over a period of not more than one year One 
Shilling ; and Sixpence for every additional year. (6 & 7 W. IV. 
c. 86, s. 35.) 

Indexes are made and kept by the Superintendent-Registrar of 
the Books in his office, which any person may search at all rea* 
sonable hours on payment for every particfular search of Chie Shil- 
ling; and for every general search of Five Shillings, (lb. s. 36.) 

Indexes are also made and kept in the General Register 
Office in London, which any person may search between the 
hours of ten and four of every day except Stmdags^ Christmas 
Day^ and Good Friday^ on payment for sny partictdar search of 
One Shilling^ and for every general search of Twenty Shillings, 
(lb. s. 37.) 

II. Obtaining Certified Copies of the Register. 
Parties married, or any other person, may, either immediately 

after the Registration of the Marriage, or at any future time, 
obtain from the Registrar, or Superintendent-Registrar, or other 
Officer in whose custody it may be, a Certified Copy of the 
entry made in the Register-Book, on payment of the sum of 
Two Shillings and Sixpence ; (6 & 7 W. IV. c. 80, ss. 36, 36 ;) 
and for the like sum may obtain a Certified Copy from the 
Office of the Registrar-General in London, which, being stamped 
with the seal of his office, will be evidence in all Courts and pro- 
ceedings of the marriage to which it relates.* (lb. ss. 37, 38.) 

* When used as legal evidence of the Marriage, some evidence must alao be 
given of identity, to show that the Certificate relates to the persons whose mar* 
riage it is intended io prove, and not to some other different persons.

SECTION VI. 

PENALTIES AND PUNISHMENTS. 

It is foreign to the object of these Directions to enter into 
the subject of Penalties and Punishments, beyond what has 
already been stated, further than to observe, that various Penal- 
ties and Punishments, proportioned to the nature of the offence, 
are provided by the law for securing the good conduct of Officers, 
— the preventing improper marriages by false representations, — 
and for preserving the integrity of the Register-Books. 
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
